HAS RESIGNED. 


A hunter of big game ir. Central Afri- 
ca tellB the following story of what hap- 
pened one day after he shot an antelope: 
"Leaving the boy who was with me to 
cut off the buck's head and follow me, I 
tracked the wounded bull. Its spoor took 
me in the direction of camp and pres- 
ently turned into a patch of fresh green 
trass about breast de~ep. I went through 
this for a bit and then stepped on a high 
tuft of old grass to look for my boy. As 
I glanced round I saw the head of a lion 
about forty yards away. Only two cart- 
ridgres remained In my pouch. However, 
I raised my rifle to flre at the head, when 
up pooped another, then another, until I 
counted no fewer than six lions. "While 
following- the spoor I had been going 
round In a half circle and just beyond 
the lions I could see my boy coming to- 
ward me straight for them. They -were 


all watchim? me by this time and I sig- 
naled to him to go back, but he did not 
understand me, and still came on 
till 
about thirty yards from. them. He was 
carrying the lechwe (antelope) head on 
his shoulders and immediately he saw 
the lions he stopped dead and I heard 
him ejaculate 'Hoh" They turned their 
heads at this and one of them grunted 
something also resembling 'Hoh!' 
As 
they turned a hal a splendid opportunity 
for a shot at the biggest, but with the 
ammunition I had and the position of my- 
self and the native in the long grass I 
thought It rather rislty.

"I shouted to the boy to make a de- 


j tour and come alongside me. which he 


did, the lions watching htm all the time. 
We tried to c!ilve them out of the grass 


I into the open beyond when1 I would have 
I felt safe i-i firing, but thoy were feed- 
j ing on the lechwe v. hich I had wounded 
i and as we approacru'd a lioness put her 
tail in the air and growled. So. consider- 
ing discretion the better part of valor, 
and as dusk was *.ominr on, we beat 
an orderly retreat. We tvere near the 
head of the channel whlcl I had crossed 


previously, and, to get round the top end 
where 3t was shallow, to cross, we had to 
walk within sight of the lions for 200 or 
300 yards and then wade across 
knee 
deep. When I got to the other side I 
looked back and counted the heads of 
seven lions against the skyline; they had, 
followed us to the water's *>dgc. 
"There was not light enough to lisk a 
shot and as I had hopes of meeting them 
on the morrow when better prepared I 
did not disturb thorn, but made by way- 
back to camp, where I arrived after dark. 
The others had each begged a lechwe and 
I was informed that the cook and another 
boy had seen two lions not far from where 
1 met them. We prepared bulletB that 
night and next morning at daybreak went 
out after them. We tound the remains of 
the lechwe and followed the lions' spoor 
till we came to where they had crossed n, 
wide and deep channel.during- the night. 
Without a c moc we cmild not cross thi3 
and had to clve up the hunt."

NO time, was'^ lost t>y the 3?oart',.fc£ 


Education at its meeting last nlgfit .tit 
take advantage of the'sale of the school 
bonds. As soon as the routine work 
wag disposed of the board -went Into 
executive session to discuss generally 
what is the first and importint step 
to take, to begin to put into effect the 
will of the people as expressed at the 
polls. 


Attention was more particularly paid 
to the needs of the Franklin school. It 
wa« the general sentiment '.hat the 
building of this school should !>e begun 
first. 
To break the ground for this 


school as soon as possible wat the ex- 
pressed opinion of the entire Loard. 


PLAN OF BUILDING. 


Director Isanrs made the suggestion 


that plans be asked for from architects 
for a brick and stone bnlldli.i? to he 
built on the site of the building- that 
was burned. He thought it should con- 
tain 
from 
twenty to tw<-nty-t\vo 


rooms. 
The former building contained 
but fourteen. 
This met with :he gen- 
eral approval of the members. It was 
also suggested that, perspective vio-ws 
of all sides of the building be submitted 
with the plans. It wan proposed, that 
the rooms be about thirteen foet in 
height.
